• Review State requirements (statute / rule / policy) for risk management and appropriate best 

practices.
• Review Lottery risk management controls.
• Review the design factors used for Lottery's risk management controls, including identification, 

analysis, and response plans for risks associated with:
◦ Handling and protection of confidential data.
◦ Third-party service delivery.
◦ External regulations and state law changes.

• Review steps taken by Lottery resulting from previous audit's recommendations.
